APARALLEL BETWEEN THE MURDKRERS
Nrewron CHAMPION AXD Hicmarp P. RopiNsow,
g Rervrep MuebenkR or HELEN JEwETT.—
In glancing over the chronicles of crime we
are often startled by the great similarity of the
defalla of crimes that have been committed ut
leug fvtervals of time., It 15 a sad tuough
instructive lesson to trace up the general
points ot resemblance, and analyze the appareut
causes snd motllves ol action,

Those of us who were livine at the time well
remen ber the fearful exeitement cansed by the
murder of a celebrated courtesan in New York,
in 1888, The suppo<ed murderer, like the mur.
derer of the late Mary Carney, ])t'l"lu\lrli od the
act with the greatest coolvess and deliberation.,
Robinson was n man ol o gum-mnf good char-
racter, He was n respectable circumstances,
and in good social sinnding. For several years
he had been oconsorting with his vietim, when
in a it of jealousy he murdered her in cold

ood.

With the coolest nonchalunce he strode from
the louse where the corpse of his victim lay
W d in her bloody sheet, and, a2 a4 measire
ol precaution, he =et fire to the bed on which it
lay, to destroy the evidence of s handiwork,
W{tho‘ut 8 pang ol remorse, he faced his fellows
in the broad hght ol day with an unchaunged
countenauce, Arvrested and bronght betors the
tribunal of the law, the same stoieal indiffer-
ence marked his demeanor us marked that of
Newton Champlon. As evidence upon evidence
was plled up agoinst him, and the desth penalty
seemed hanging threntoningly over his head, he
atill maintamed the same stonv composure,
And when, ulter he had been scquitted, when
all expected the dread sentence of “guilty” to
have been brought in against him. he waiked
out with the stoicism of a Probst amidst the
raging of a fearfully incensed mob.

ewton Champion is also a man ol the mo:t
respeotuble famwily aud connection. When the
war broke out that has so recently distracted
our country, he was serving in a highly honora-
ble ition as an officer in our navy. His
conduet was irreproscuable, and he was re-
spected by ull. The future was bright belore
him, and little could be eyen have dreamed of
the fearful cloud that was rising as yet below
the hine ol his horizon,

But time went on, sod Champion, who was
gerving as an engincer on an iron-clad in
Charlegton, resigned on serovunt of sickness con-
tracted in the line of duty iv the service of his
countty, Sick in body and wind, be, finding
his desire to zet to his home could not be

anted, resigned, From that moment his fall

an, Coming home to this city in the latter
art ol 1863 he made the ascquaintance of a fair
hut fallen woman—Mary Carnsy, The sequaiat.
ance, began fn iniquity, soon destroyed all the
moral gensé ot the deluded mun. Heé went from
one lolly to apother.

In a vain endeavor to fly from destruction he
again enlisted in our army, sand from thence
was drafted into that navy where he had held a
responsible ro:cit-.on as an officer, in the capu-
city of a coal-heaver., But even this could not
auve im.  He appeared to be doomed, Weak-
ened 1 mind, he returned to this ity in Junoary,
alter receiving his discharge, only to renew his
intercourse with the same woman who had been
the cause of his ruin; and from that time his
fall has bheen rapid.

A cull was made from the platiorm by A. O,
Perrin for a member of the Georgla delegation,
which revealed the fact that there was n tempo-
rary organization, the temporary Secretaries
being:—A. O, Pernin, of New York; John F,
Coyle, Dstrict of Columbia; A. R* Fost, of Penn
sylvania; James R. O. Byrne, District of Co-
lumbia.

At this point the South Carolina delegates and
thoge of Massachusetts entered the bullding
infermixed, and walking arm in arm. They were
followed by the delegates from Mississippl. Gov.
ernor Orr, of South Carolina, scemed to be the
centre of observation.

When Governor Randall announeced that the
delegations (rom Massachusetts and South Caro-
ling were entering arm In arm, the audience
rose simultaneously to their feet, cheer followed
cheer, and hats and handkerchiefs were enthu-
siastically waved, the band striking up, “We'll
rally round the flag.”

Scarce had the strains of the loyal air died
awny, when the strains ot “Dixie” rose full as
loud, and were as loudly cheered,

It was followed by the “‘Star Spangled Ban.
per,” which was received by a general rising,
and 8 unanimous shout ol applause and wel
Come.

(joyernor Randall then rose and said:—

The meeting will now come to order, for the
purpose of temporary orguulization of thia Con-
vention. [ propose the name of General John
A. Dix, of New York, as temporary Chsalcman of
this Convention (great cheers), and General
pick Taylor, of Louisiung, theu preposed three
cheers for the Union, which was heartlly re-
sponded to,

Gieneral Dix thon stepped forward and ssld:—

Gentlemen of the Convention and fellow-
citizens o1 the whole Unlou:—I1 return to you
wy sincere thunks for the honor you have done
me, in choosng me 1o preside temporaily over
yvour deliberations, 1 veg .xd 1t ki o distinotion
! noordinary cuaricier, nok only on aecount
of the high moral und politienl sinnding of the
gentlemen who compose thd Convention, but
beonuse it 18 & Convention ol the people (cheers)
of all the Stgteg of this Uatom, and becnuse
it cannot  fall, f its proceedings are
ecuducied  with harmony wnd good  judg-
ment, to leid te wost imporiant resules, It
mey be traly suid that no body of men has met
on this continent under clreumstances 8o mo-
wentous aud so delicate since the year 1787, the
yveur when our ancestors sscembled in this oity
to G ume & better Governuient for the States that
were united under the old Confederacy—a Gov-
ermment which has boon wade more enduring,
we trust, by the feariul triuls and pecils it has
enoounfergd, and the Comstitution which they
onme here 1o form we are here te vindioaw and
to restore.

Thirte-six States
have for months been governed by twenty-tive,

Elcyen States have been wholly without re-
presentation in the legsintive body, That
numerieal proporticn of (he represented nnd
unreprenented Pwl been changed by the ndmis-
sion of the delegation from Tennessse—a unit
taken from the smaller and added to the larger
number, Ten Sta'ca are stil) denied the repre.
sentntion in Congrew - to which they are entitled
under the Constitution.

It 1 (his wrong which we have come bere to
protest ugiinet, and us far a3 In e les to re.
dreas, (Long and continued applanse.) Whoo
the President of the United States declarcd that
arired resistance to the aathority of the Union
was over, all the States had a might to be repre-
fented in the Legislative body. (Applanse.)
Thoy had the rvieht under the Constitution
They han the right under resolntions passed by
both Houses of Congrers in 1861, { Applause.)

Those resolutions were not concurreal, but
they ware substantisily ideniiesl. Moreover,
they were cntitled to be #o represented on other
grounds of mirness and good taith, The Presi-
dent, pot in pursuance of any Constitutional
power, had called on the conledernted States
1o accept condition: of their admission to the
exercise of their legitimate functions aa mem-
bers of the Union—the ratideation of the
amendment to the Constitution abolishing
slavery, nnd the repudiation ol the debis cone
tractea to overthrow the Government. These con-
ditions were made and accepied. Tho exastion
of new conditions & unjnst, a violntion of the
tuith of the Government, subvergive of the prin.
clplis of our political system, and dsngerous to
the public prosperity and pesce. (Avplanse,)
Each House of UCongreas is made & jndee ol the
qualifieations of its members, and ean rejoot
individuals for just ecause; but the two bodles
act conjointly, and cannot exclude entire dele-
gations without an unwarraniahle sssumption
of power, (Applause.) Coneress has nor only
done this; it has gone farther,

It bas incorporuted new couditions in amend-
ments to the Consritution, and submilted them
tor the ratification of :he States. There I8 no
probability that theso amendments will be rati-
tied by threefourthe of the States of the Unson,
To insist on the conditions they coutain, is o
prolong indetiniely the exclusion of more tnan
one<fourth of the States from thelr representa-
tion in Congress,  Is this the govermment our
lathers fought to establish ? (Cries ¢f No, no.)
I8 this the government we have been tighting
to preserve ! (Cries of No, no.) The President
hasj dome all in his power w0 correct
this wrong (upplause and cheorlog) to restore
the legisiative body to ils full proportious by
giving to the members of the Union their proper
plage tn the public eounseils, Legislnion with-
out representation is an anomaly under om
political sy#tem. Ko! Iu our forwm of goveru
ment it would be apother name for nsurpation
nnd misrule,

Gentlewen, | trust that in our deliberations
bere we sball contine oursclves to one map
wrpose, that of redressing the wrong to whioh

have relerred. There is mueh in the adininis
teation of our Covernment which needs amend-
went —some things to be done and others to be
undone,

There are commercial and financinl reforms
which are indispensable w the public welfare,
but we shall not have the power to carry out
these until we chauge the political complexion
ol Coppress, (Loud cheering and appluuse )
This should be our first. our mmmediate aim,
(Applaose,) Itis in the Congressional digtricis
that the vital contest 1s to take place. The
con'rol ot one body will enable us to prevent
partial, unjost, and pernicious legislation. But
the control of both Houses, with the power to
mtroduce and carry out salutary referms, to
bring the Government back, in the language of
Jettergon, ‘'to the republican track,” will come
later. (Applause,)

But with wise, harmonious, judicious action
on our parl, and on the part of those we repre-
sent. it need not be long delayed. (Applanse,)

[ believe that public oploion 18 right; that it
is only necessary to present 1o the people elearly
the issues between us and those which countrol
the action of Congress, And, gentlemen, is not
the object for which we are contending a con-
summation worthy of our highest und most de-
voted eflorts?—(applause)—to bring back tue
Bl:.lmblm. purify it, strongthen 1t by the fiery
ordeal throngh which it haes passed, and to it
ancient prosperity and power?! (Loud cheers
and applause.)

To present to the world an example worthy ot
Imitation, with no Utopman vision of good
government, bul with the grand old realily or
better times (applause), with which the memory
of our fathers, the recellections of the past, and
all our hopes of the future are inseparably
entwined. (Applanse.) One countey, one fug,
one Union of equal States, (Loud and continued
cheariog and applanse.)

After the opening prayer, snd the reading of
the call for the Convention, the audience had
an opportunity of gazing at several of the men
who have of Inte figured extensively in the halls
of Congress and in the public prints, General
Steadman, of Ohlo; Benator Doolittle, of
Wisconsin; Montgomery Blair, of Muryland;
and Colonel Thomas B. Florence, of Phila-
delphia, BSteadman is s burly little man,
and rother modest withal, for before any one
could get a pussing glimpse of him, he had
offered his resolution and dropped into bis socat
agnin, Doolittle being one of the leaders in the
new parly movement, was sested upon the
stage. We had petured to our minds
one¢ of those rough specimens of humanity
which 8o often gain the upper hand in the West,
Soputor Doolittle, on the contrary, is ulmost as
neat in appearance as & parlor dandy, and speaks
with the utmost clearne:s and precision, The
tall, gaunt form of Montgomery Blair, with his
scanty topknot of auburn hslr, presented a sin-
gular contrast to the bristling Httle man whose
long grey locks and flowing beard were so fam|-
I'ar in days gone by to the denizens ol Thicdstroet,
We refer, of course, lo Colonel Florence, who
appeared to be extremely anxious for the rend-
ing ot the Democratie call for the Convention,
lest the world might think that he and others
of the faithful were entirely out of place,

Another prominent tgure was that of the
venerable Senator McDougall, of Cullfornia,
who spent some time in promenading up and
down in front of the asudience, ataactiug o
good share of attention by his plue coat and
ghttering broas buttovs, When Colonel Flo-
rence arose to speak, rhe Senator gave him a
very comical look, aud then quietly sat down
for the remainder of the sess'on.

Mountgomery Blair at last jumped up the

second time to maeke the motion lor adjourn-

ment, and then the audlence notioed that he

wore a taocolored vest and a blue necktie—a
model ot true republioan simplicity.

It Mr. Blair had heen ten minutes ssoner with
lils motion for the adjournment he would have
merited the thanks of the assembled crowd;
but as It was, the first man who attempled to
leave the Wigwam was saluted with a gust of rain,
which & moment later ratiled down in bearty
earnestness, finding its wny through the roof of
the building, and adding to anylhing bat the
good hiumor of the multitude below. The roof
leaked at every pore, and the porea extended
over ibs entire surface.

Reporvters gathered their notes under their
hats in atwinkling, while the few persons pre-
sent whe had had the forethought to bring
thelr umbrellas with them gathered in groups
upon the benohes. The remainder of the audi-
enee dodged belween the deops, making a sig-
zng live for the door. The scene was ludiorous
in the extreme, and would have been well
worth stopping to look at and Iaugh at, if one
conld have fonnd shelter winle so downg.

Alter the adlournment of the Conveution,
weelings of the several cominitives appololed
during the session were held. The Committee
on Resolutions, on whom will also devolve the
